WENDELL PHILLIPS 
The remarkable part of this note is of 
courae tbe demand for the suspension of 
the President on the exhibition of articles 
of impeachment. 

Mr. Philbp* as will be seen, thinks the 
impeachment would be useless vitbout 
such suspension , wbeuce we are at liberty 
to infer that he thinks tbe trial would be 
long or the conviction doubtful, for, if 
neither of these resulu is probable, we do 
not see bow the President s exercise of his 
innetioas in the interval could render 
the impeachment aaefess, in Mr. Phil- 
lips's evident nse of the word. If 
the trial should be short, tbe President 
would have little opportunity to exercise 
his functions in the interval; and, if he 
should be convicted, tbe end of the radi- 
cals would be attained In neither event 
would the omission to suspend him defeat 
their end.

The new patent “back-up saf>-?y valve” 
continues to cxeitt; the disgust of steam- 
boatmen tiltmg the Uiiio, and we think, 
from present iippeatcnccs, that its days 
are almost nnmbercd. The Pitlsbnrgers 
Lave kicked against them strongly, and it 
is Iseciiniing pretty well known that they 
are nc.t reliable. A few days ago an ex- 
periment was made, at a machine-shop in 
Cincinnati, to test the working of them, 
which was set to allow the steam to escape 
at much less pressure than it was known 
the boiler would sustain with nerf-'ct 
safely. As the experimentor hail great 
faith in the utility of the new valve, he 
kept increasing the fires undt-r t!ie boiler 
in momentary expectation of seeing the 
steam liegin to escape from the valve. 

After heating the boiler intenseir hot, 
the steam escaped, but not througli the 
valve. The accumulated pressure of hun- 
dreds of pounds could not raise the valve, 
but it raised the head off the boiler and 
the roof off the shop — nearly killing the 
experimentor, but curing him of Lis ill- 
placcd faith in the new valve. Fortu- 
nately the accie’ent happened at noon, 
whe n most of the workmen were at din- 
tier, or it i.« probable some lives might 
I l ave been sacrificed. 

We understand that the St Louis la- 
speciors have rccommcniled the boats in 
I tl.eir district to use a different kind of 
I safely valve from tlint recommended by 
I the Clliio river official.', and sfeamhoatmen
